we attend that synagogue, also, for Shabbos and Festival services. (On Yom Kippur, we were 
very happy to see some familiar faces from Emanu-El, here in the Lausanne synagogue.) On 
several Sabbaths, I have been given an Aliyah - (called to the Torah.) 

Our religious school class discusses many things about Judaism and Jewish history, but the 
main subject has been study of the’ Torah. Also, we have had some very intesting and enjoy- 
able Mitzvah projects. 

Our house is located on a rather high hill, overlooking Lake Geneva. We have named it 
Villa Mont Fine (or in Hebrew, Har Fine.). The house is surrounded by terraced vineyards; 
and during the grape season, when we sang the Kiddush, we could actually see the ripening 
"fruit of the vine" from our windows. For Sukkot, we built our own Sukkah on the patio. We 
bought some of the fruit at the open farmers' market, but we picked most of it ourselves from 
the trees near our house. We made the Lulav from the leaves of a palm shrub growing in front 
of the patio. During Sukkot, we ate in the Sukkah as often as we could. 

Another of our special activities was to make our own Chanukah Menorah, as well as all of 
the traditional decorations. We attended the Chanukah candle-lighting service and children's 
party at the Lausanne Synagogue. But, the most interesting event of Chanukah was the evening 
we invited about sixteen of the children's schoolmates for our own party at home. It was 
quite an international and inter-religious gathering. There were several American children 
whose parents are now living in Spain, North Africa and India. There were two American chil- 
dren from Detroit. The rest were Swiss, French, English - and two youngsters from Thailand. 
It was an unusual Chanukah celebration for us - and most enjoyable. Several of the parents 
who brought their children were so interested that they asked for permission to stay for the 
kindling of the Menorah and to hear the story of Chanukah. 

Recently, an amusing incident occurred in our religious school class. We decided to select 
our favorite Bible story. It was a tie - one vote for the story of David and Jonathan, and 
one vote for the story of Deborah. 

As you know, it has been necessary to write this letter early, so that the editor will have 
it on time. Therefore, I am writing it just before Purim. Now, Mrs. Fine, Lloyd and I are
